British expenditures ran 
about $50,000,000. 

The Russian biockade of Berlin 
was laid down ir full force June 
26, 1948, at a time when relations 
between east and west were taut. 


The Russians clearly were trying 
to starve the Western Allies out 
of their sectors of Berlin. 

The Western Allies countered 
with a blockade of their own and 
the air lift. The western Berlin 
sectors were an island, completely 
cut off from the rest of western 
occupied Germany by 100 miles 
of Soviet-controlled territory. 

Wilhelm Pieck, German Commu- 
nist leader and Soviet mouthpiece, 
was thundering then: “Quiet will 
never return to Berlin until the 
Western Allies leave.“ 


The air lift hurdied the Russian 
barrier, and A flowed in 80 
fast that finally it was apparent 
to all that the blockade had failed. 
Then came the recent New Tork 
agreement to end the blockades 
and call four-power meetings in 
Paris starting May 23 to seek set- 
tlement of all outstanding East- 
West issues in Germany. 

Today’s programs celebrating 
the blockade’s end wére designed 
to spotlight the good will that 
marked last night’s formalities. 
But all the good will and courtesy 
does not mean that Berlin has be- 
come overnight one big happy fam- 


te ase

The western and Soviet sectors, 
are still two sharply defined 
places, They even celebrated inde- 
pendently. The same black, red 
and gold flags were displayed on 
each side. The colors have been 
adopted by the west German gov- 
ernment, and by the rival Soviet- 
sponsored “German People’s Con- 
gress” in the eastern zone. 

Over Brandenbur 
entrance to the Soviet sector, 
hung a red banner which emblaz- 
oned the slogan, “one currency, 
one economy, one Berlin.“ The 
Russians want the Communists to 
dominate all three! 

Berliners, however, are grateful 
for the erd of the blockade. It 
means fresh foods instead of the 
dehydrated stuffs the air lift had 
supplied them. It means more fuel, 
enough electric lights. in their 
homes and an end of the street 
blackouts which the blockade 
caused. It means that they can 
move between the east and west 
sectors of Berlin, free again from 
the danger of molestation by the 
police. It means a sense of secur- 
ity they, have not felt for the 
better part of a year.

U.S. ADMITS PRICE 
SUPPORT MAY HAVE 


CUT POTATO EATING 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (UP)— 
The Agriculture Department said 
today that the Government’s heavy 
losses on the 1948 potato support 
program were due in part to an 
“unprecedented drop” in potato 
consumption. 

The Department conceded that 
the high prices at which potatoes 
were supported possibly had some- 
thing to do with the drop in con- 
sumption. 

In a review of the potato situa- 
tion, the Department said pre- 
liminary estimates indicate that 
Americans apparently reduced 
their potato eating last year by 15 
pounds per capita, or about 12 per 
cent. 

That alone would account for 
36,000,000 bushels of the “survlus” 
144,000,000 bushels which the Gov- 
ernment -had to buy up in sup- 
porting the 446,000,000 bushel crop. 
The support operation, mandatory 
under farm law, cost more than 
$200,000,000. 


IMPROVING SAFETY RECORD 
OF TRUCKING FIRM URGED 


The safety performance of Amer- 
ica’s trucking companies is good 
but not good enough, Ed J. Buh- 
ner, chairman of the American 
Trucking Associations“ board of 
directors and chairman of its na- 
tional committee on street and 
highway safety, said yesterday at 
a meeting of truck line owners and 
safety directors at the Melbourne 
Hotel.

of the reserve. 

Foregoing calculations on South- 
western Bell's Missouri earnings 
were based on figures made avail- 
able by the company, which ad- 
justed the actual 1948 revenue and 
expense accounts to current 
status. On the revenue side, the 
adjustment took into considera- 
tion only the first-round rate in- 
crease, which the company has 
been collecting for the last 14 
weeks. 

Taken into consideration on 
the expense side were the higher 
wage scale in effect for the last 
four and a half months; a rela- 
tively small cut in annual depre- 
ciation charges ordered by the 
Missouri commission to become 
effective by this month; the re- 
duction of A. T. & T.’s license 
fee, last Oct. 1, from 15 to 1 
per cent of gross revenue, and a 
reduction in the charge for em- 
poye pensions. 

The commission directed that 
the composite annual depreciation 
rate should be cut from 3.82 to 
3.5 per cent of the value of de- 
preciable property. The commis- 
sion’s own technical staff had ar- 
gued that it should be trimmed 
to 25 per cent. That difference 
of just one percentage point 
translates into well over a million 
dollars—enough to offset a major 
fraction of any big telephone rate 
increase. However, Southwestern 
Bell contended that it would be 
unwise, if not unsafe, to cut the 
annual depreciation charges down 
too low. while opponents of the 
rate increase contended the com- 
pany’s level was excessive. 


Cost of Wage Rise. 
The company calculated cost of 
the third-round wage increase to 
employes, effective last Dec. 1, 
at $2,850,000 in Missouri. Last 
year’s Missouri payroll for the 
company, for wages and asso- 
ciated costs, was $29,628,000, ex- 
clusive of construction wages 
charged to capital. 

Although the action of A. T. 
& T. last year in reducing by 
one-third its license fee charged 
Southwestern and the other Bell 
concerns made an appreciable 
change, it did not eliminate the 
fundamental objection of many 
critics, including commissions in 
some other states—that the fee 
should be based on actual cost 
of services desired and rendered, 
not, as now, on the continually 
rising volume of revenue. 

Under the present method the 
amount of the fee paid A. T. & 
T. by Southwestern Bell would in- 
crease by perhaps about $60,000 
a year if it gets the proposed soc- 
ond Missouri telephone rate in- 
crease. In the previous rate case, 
the Missouri commission held that 
the 1 per cent fee was a reason- 
able charge for services rendered.

Another notable element raised 
in most of the Bell system’s post- 
war rate increase cases is the part 
played by prices and profits of 
Western Electric Co. in the capital 
investment and the annual oper- 
ating expenses ef the various com- 
panies.

Most regulatory commissions, in- 
cluding Missouri’s, have felt that 
they lacked anthority, funds or 
time to attempt a real check as 
to the fairness of prices paid 
Western Wiectric.

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are going to propose about the

There — a flood — oe 
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Nobody knows. On the official 
level, the Russians are saying 
nothing definite—nothing at all. 

So on our side, official specula- 
tion is tending toward two general 
lines of thought. 

First, the Russians may really 
be approaching one of their major 
shifts of policy—a shift in which 
they will withdraw in Europe and 
seek to advance in Asia. In that 
case, they will be likely to accept 
almost any terms for a German 
settlement (and an Austrian set- 
tlement, too) on which the three 
western powers are united and in- 
sistent, If they are really going 
to take this line, they are aban- 
doning all hope of Sovietizing the 
German people, and they are tak- 
ing the risk that may 
again grow strong and dangerous 
to them. Against that, they may 
hopé to tempt an independent Ger- 
many toward. cooperation with 
them by offering the fat lure of 
the tremendous east European and 
even Chinese markets as outlets 
for German production.

The counter-blockade harmed Russian-occu- 
pied Eastern Germany more than it hurt Allied- 
occupied Western Germany, and the latter has 
forged so far ahead of the former that compari- 
sons must be odious to all good Soviet ideol- 
ogists, In the lifting of the blockade, if Russia 
expected it to discourage the Bonn convention 
from ratifying a Constitution it was disappoint- 
ed, for the Constitution was adopted by the dele- 
gates last Sunday. 

At every turn, blockade, counter-blockade and 
lifting of the blockade, the Russians have harmed 
themselves .more than anyone else. 

Plainly it was a mistake.

An Overwhelming Testimonial 

One of the most heartening things in the Mis- 
souri news these days is the series of develop- 
ments which record the break-up of the old prej- 
udice ‘against Negroes at the State University at 
Columbia. The latest evidence is the faculty 
poll which shows that 93 per cent of 191 in- 
structors favor admission “at this time.” Only 
13 voted No, according to Prof. Lloyd E. 
Thomas, chairman of a faculty committee, which 
conducted the test of sentiment. Prof. Thomas 
said he believed this overwhelming proportion in 
favor of admission would be representative of 
the entire faculty.

Since the Missouri House has already voted

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Opportunity for Illinois Justices 

The latest aspects of the case of Tony Marino, 
Illinois prisoner who was committed for life on 
a murder charge 23 years ago, are before the 
Illinois Supreme Court, now assembled for its 
May term. . 

All who have followed the fight to win a new 
trial for this Italian-born person, convicted with- 
out the protection of his rights by a lawyer, will 
hope that the Illinois judges will make the most 
of their opportunity. The United States Supreme 
Court said unanimously nearly a year and a half 
ago that Marino did not have a fair trial and 
sent the case back to Illinois. Surely enough 
time has passed for Illinois'to see that this fair 
trial point is cleared up and Marino either given 
a new trial or allowed to go free. 

It is also to be hoped that Chief Justice Ful- 
ton and his six colleagues will seize the oppor- 
tunity to issue a criminal procedure rule which 
will chart a-clear course for all convicted per- 
sons who say their trial rights were ignored 


when they were found guilty and sentenced. 


Just a year ago the Illinois court wisely issued 
a rule guaranteeing right of accused persons to 
have counfel in all new cases. This rule has 
been in effect since last September. What is 
needed now is a companion rule to cut a path 
through what Justice Rutledge has so aptly de- 
scribed as Illinois’ “labyrinth of blind alleys“ 
in appeals based on the violation of trial rights.

If the St. Louis Board of Public Service had 
not granted an open hearing for the Planned 
Parenthood Association on the revocation of the 
clinic’s permit, public opinion would have had 
no course but to require the board to grant such 
a hearing. 

As we pointed out yesterday, this association 
has been in operation in St. Louis for 17 years. 
Thousands of citizens think it has performed a 
valuable community service. While there are 
individuals and groups which oppose the dissem- 
ination of birth prevention information, even on 
a physician’s order, there are many others who 
consider this to be one of the ways in which 
science has learned to serve mankind.

Poor Way to Subsidize Aviation

The Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee is rendering a useful 
service by spotlighting what is euphemis- 
tically called the “mail pay” of the airlines. 
Mail pay, as now administered, often covers 
a great deal more than the simple cost of 
carryfng the mail. : 

Wich all but a few of the big carriers, it 
also encompasses large amounts of dis- 
guised subsidy. The Civil Aeronautics 
Poard sets the rates—taking into account 
not only the actual’ mall cost, but the 
need of the carriers and such other intan- 
gibles as the public‘ 
interest and the na- 
tional defense — and 
then the Post Office 
foots the bill. The 
failure to break such 
payments down as to 
components is both 
unbusinesslike and 
downright mislead- 
ing. 

This is not to say f 
that subsidies do not 
serve a purpose. C. R. Smith 
There is a legitimate national defense con- 
cern in maintaining extensive air routes, 
some of which may not be self-supporting. 
The public interest may justify a compara- 
tively greater degree of aid to weaker car- 
riers. But it is utterly ridiculous to classi- 
fy such support as “mail pay.” 


The ultimate in absurdity is reached on 
the New York-Boston route, where one air- 
line receives a service rate of 58 cents a 
ton-mile for mail while a competing carrier 
is given $16.97. Surely, if there is justifi-

cation for this rate discrepancy of 2925 per 
cent, the subsidy ought to be out in the 
open where it can be scrutinized. 


The usual practice has been for the CAB 
to adjust mail pay to the financial condi- 
ion of the airlines, thongh even with mail 
pay approximately half the lines rang up 
deficits last year. This amounts to a cost- 
plus financing with highly unfortunate im- 
plications.“ As C. R. Smith, president of 
American Airlines, points out, if airline 
operations are guaranteed regardless of ef- 
ficiency, then there is no incentive for 
economies, mergers and other adjustments. 
The premium really is on mismanagement, 
or, at any rate, there is no reward for skill- 
ful direction. . ä 


These points have a direct bearing on 
another important fact: the public is pay- 
ing the cost of luxury air transportation. 
If the airlines really were on their mettle, 
there would be more inducement to tap 
new markets, to cut down on extravagant 
overhead, to consolidate ticket offices. It 
ill behooves the carriers which have bene- 
fited from such guarantees to look scorn- 
fully at the irregular lines which have re- 
ceived no Government help.

In our efforts not to antagonize Holland 
as a member of the Atlantic Pact nations, 
we are apt to forget that a very nasty 
piece of colonialism on the ancient order 
is still going on in Indonesia. The Dutch 
have almost made the rest of the world 
believe that Indonesia is still a colony of 
theirs; that it is overrun by Communists 
which only Holland can control; that the 
Republic is not representative of the 
wishes of the Indonesian people and that 
full-scale warfare on the Indonesians is 
nothing but police action“ All of these 
facts are patently false, but’ since most 
news reports on Indonesia issue from 
Dutch sources it is diffieult for the aver- 
age reader to understand the true situation. 

The letters of Soetan Sjahrir, the first 
Premier of the Indonesian Republic, and 
right-hand man and close friend of Dr. 
Hatta, the present head of the government, 
throw a cledr light on the confused prob- 
lems of this part of Asia. They were let- 
ters written to his wife in Holland while 
he was imprisoned and exiled by the Dutch 
Government. They analyze with devastat- 
ing clarity the evil effects of a colonial 
government and society on both the gov- 
ernors and the governed.

She noted that 
of 53 new applicants for admis- 
sion in the Washington Univer- 
sity school, 14 expressed a desire 
to enter family and children’s 
work, and 23 were interested in 
psychiatric social work. 

“The United States Public 
Health Service’s mental hygiene 
program will need about 1000 
graduate psychiatric social work- 
ers a year for the next few years, 
yet only 2000 social workers are 
graduated each year by accredited 
schools,” she said. “The needs of 
the field are desperate.”

At Yale, Dr. Sachs reported, he 
is not going to do any more op- 
erating, but he is looking forward 
to resuming the teaching he was 
forced to drop when he reached 
compulsory retirement age at 
Washington University. 

He is planning to return to 
what he described as his “first 
love,” research on a part of the 
brain called the optic thalamus 
which he first started when he 
was a student in London. He also 
is planning to continue his writ- 
ing, which thus far has produced 
two text books.

Told Nation Needs Fa-

WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
The United States today ordered 
a halt in further removals of Jap- 
anese plants as war reparations. 
Maj. Gen, Frank R. McCoy, the 
American representative, told the 
1l-nation Far Eastern Commission 


that even industrial plants classed 
as “primary war facilities” are 
needed by Japan to hasten its eco- 


nomie recovery. 


@The deliveries ordered halted 


were “advance deliveries” of plants 
and equipment which the commis- 
sion already had earmarked for 


removal. The reparations have 
gone in ijmited quantities to 
China; the Philippines, The Neth- 
erlands for The Netherlands In- 
dies, and Britain for Burma, May- 
laya and Far Eastern colonial pos- 
sessions. 
Disagreement on Shares. 

The United States, as the prin- 
cipal occupying power, has been 
making these “advance deliveries” 
because of disagreement in the 
Far Eastern Commission over a 
schedule of final reparations from 
Japan. 

Diplomatic authorities said it 
was a fair inference from the 
American action that the United 
States opposes transfer of any 
more reparations whatsoever from 
Japan. 

McCoy informed the commission 
the United States is convinced that 
there should be no ceiling on Japa- 
nese production for peaceful pur- 
poses. He said “The problem fac- 
ing us is not one of limitation of 
Japan’s peaceful industries, but of 
reviving these industries to pro- 
vide the people’s barest wants.” 

U.S. Taxpayer’s Burden: 

McCoy recalled that the Pots- 
dam declaration said that repara- 
tions from Japan should be “in a 
form which would not impair the 
ability of the Japanese .people to 
support themselves.“ He went on 
to say that all of Japan's “special- 
ized war-making facilities have 
been destroyed.” 

The Japanese economy, he 4 
“can be made to bear additional 
economic burdens, beyond those di- 
rectly related to meeting its own 
requirements, only by prolonging 
or increasing the staggering costs 
borne by the American taxpayer.”

Wire fences, 
clean cultivation made possible by modern farm 
machinery, greatly increased hunting pressure, 
and a rapid decline in soil fertility throughout 
the state combined to work against the Bob- 
white. No longer did every farm provide ample 
food throughout the year and safe cover where 
the birds coyld raise their young. Under such 
conditions summer drouth and winter storms be- 
come a potent factor in limiting the survival of 
the covies. It is probable that the combination 
of these things—with declining soil fertility and 
hunting pressure high on the list—greatly inten- 
sified the disastrous effect of the 1935 and 1936 
drouths and winter ice on the quail population 
throughout the state. Since then; with growing 
interest in better farming methods, careful regu- 
lation, and a beter sportsmens attitude; quail 
have increased and are today holding their own. 
Considering the steady increase in hunters, this 
is a good record.

United Automobile Workers, Detroit, 
Run FM Station in Public Interest on 
Non - Profit Basis — City's Leaders 
Assist in Planning Daily Programs

DETROIT, Mich., May 12 


HE CIO United Automobile 
Workers, headed by the articu- 
late red-head, Walter P. Reu- 
ther, have acquired a 52,000-watt 
FM radio station, operated avow- 
edly in the public interest rather 
than the union’s membership, It 
is the first CIO union to take to 
the air on a permanent basis. An- 
other station, WCUO, is scheduled 
to open in Cleveland June 15. 
Station WDET, run on a non- 
profit basis by a $200,000 corpora- 
tion with the international union 
holding 51 per cent of the stock, 
specializes in public service pro- 
grams. They include music— 
much of it consisting of symphon- 
ic programs in collaboration with 
the Detroit Public Library, com- 
munity forums on civic issues, hu- 
man relations presentations, news 
broadcasts, sports features, for- 
eign language programs and chil- 
dren’s programs. The station is 


aided by an advisory committee of 
18 representative community lead- 
ers, who assist in planning its pro- 
grams, 

In operation since Jan. 13, it has 
gained recognition as a civic as- 
set. Since no more than 50 per 
cent of its time is available to 
commercial sponsors, its programs 
are seldem interrupted by commer- 
cials and are even piped into some 
shops here. Thousands of letters 
of appreciation have come in from 
a 60-mile radius. Sponsors of the 
station estimate it has several 
hundred thousand auditors which 
will increase as additional FM sets 
are installed. There now are about 
140,000 such sets in this city, with 
union members owning 50,000 of 
them. UAW locals frequently give 
sets away as prizes at dances and 
other entertainments and some 
locals have installed them at their 
meeting halls. 

But Reuther has dedicated the 
station to the service of all the

people of Detroit—not as a union 
propaganda medium. 

“We will not find it necessary 
to use it as a propaganda instru- 
ment,” Reuther said, “even if 
FCC rules would permit, because 
its operation fits in perfectly with 
the union’s own principle that 
what is good for the community 
as a whole is good for the union 
and its members.” 
| issues, including labor-manage- 

ment disputes, free and equal 
time is offered both sides. The 
same policy prevails in political 
campaigns, although time will also 
be sold to political candidates at 
regular rates. 

If the UAW, or any other union, 
desires to present a particular 
point of view, Reuther said, air 
time must be purchased on the 
same basis as time is sold to other 
persons and organizations, 

“A ‘criticism’ program,” Reuther 
said, “a rare novelty among regu- 
lar commercial broadcasters, is a 
regular WDET feature. At least 
once a week the station broad-

casts reports, suggestions and crit- 
icisms from its listeners. 


“Emphasis is also placed on 
foreign language programs and 
on programs designed to eliminate 
racial, religious and nationalistic 
friction in our community. This 
is mainly because of our desire to 
contribute to a better understand- 
ing between our different nation- 
ality and racial groups but also 
because local commercial broad- 
casters have virtually eliminated 
that type of program.” 

Labor’s unique station is on the 
air from 3 to 10 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and from 8 a.m. 
until 10 p.m. on Saturday and 
Sunday. Arrangements now are 
being made for Reuther to broad- 
cast a monthly “state of the 
union” report to the union’s mem- 
bership. Currently, George Ed- 
wards, president of the Detroit 
Common Council and a former 
auto worker, makes weekly re- 
ports to the people. Foreign lan- 
guage broadcasts are in Polish, 
Italian and Hebrew. 

Guy Nunn, a former Rhodes 
scholar and a member of the 


union’s international] staff, con- 
ducts. a 15-minute program on 
“Labor Views and News.” A com- 
munity clinic, sponsored by the 
Detroit . Inter-racial Committee, 
discusses such subjects as housing, 
segregation, civil liberties and hu- 
man relations. There’s always op- 
portunity for opposing viewpoints 
and some of the discussions are 
lively. 

The station is staffed by pro- 
fessionals. Ben Hoberman, its 
general manager was supervisor 
of American Forces network sta- 
tions in France, Paul Morris, as- 
sistant program director, was pro- 
gram director of the American 
Forces Network, Berlin. A wom- 
en’s sports program is conducted 
weekly by Betty Hicks, former 
National Women’s Amateur Golf 
champion. 

Acquisition of a radio station as 
a civic venture is a new departure 
for a major union. It is another 
of the unpredictable Reuther in- 
novations that have resulted in 
marked impacts on this communi- 
ty and the automotive industry at 
large.

2 OMETIMES in the case of ex- 
8 ceptional women, it's a little 
difficult to put your finger on 
just what her special charms are. 
It's never difficult, however, to 
put your finger on the unpleasant 
qualities of any person. For in- 
stance, when a woman’s voice is 
unpleasant, everyone is aware of 
it instantly. The ears of all those 
around her protest their discom- 
fort. Her silence is welcomed 
heartily. 

When Shakespeare said, “Her 
voice was ever gentle, soft and 
low, an excellent thing in a 
woman,” he was speaking for the 
whole male population. There is 
nothing more annoying to the male 
contingent than a shrill voice. The 
louder it gets, the shriller it gets 
and the more annoying. But for- 
tunately shrillness is something to 
whieh no woman need resign her- 
self. It is easy to correct. 

Shrillmess is caused by the im- 
proper placement of your voice.

When you 
speak correctly you bring the air 
up through your throat. It then 
vibrates past your vocal cords into 
your head, but it must finally 
come out of your mouth.

wormwood.” 
IX, 18. 3 

These words in the Bible have 
given to “wormwood” forever the 
flavor of the “gall’ with which it 
is bracketed. As a matter of fact, 
the herb called by this name, 
“wormwood,” does have a bitter 
taste, but it has long served prac- 
tical purposes which comes as a 
surprise to most persons who 
think of it in that connotation of 
the Bible metaphor, the bitterness 
at all costs to be avoided. 

The word is interesting not only 
because of its application to prac- 
tical things, but also for its 
strange derivation in the light of 
the meaning with which we are 
familiar. 

“Wormwood” is the name of 
the plant called by botanists 
“Artemisia Absinthium.” It is not 
only bitter in flavor but somewhat 
aromatic, and when one learns 
that it is used to flavor the 
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liqueur called “absinthe,” it is not 
surprising to find that its oil is 
a narcotic poison. It has been 
used as an agent to destroy worms 
and also to protect woolens 
against moths, and so at first 
glance its name, “wormwood,” 
might seem to be accounted for. 
However, its derivation is from 
the Anglo Saxon “wermod,” the 
first syllable of which — wer — 
meant “man.” And while the con- 
nection is somewhat shadowed by 
obscurity, it has been pointed out 
that the herb was once used for 
a tonic, whence the ee deriving 
from “man” or “strong!” 

In any case, “wormwood” was 
not named for the worm!

Bridge

OLLEGE boys and girls are 
becoming much more proficient 
at contract bridge, due in large 
rhaps, to the yearly inter- 
collegiate tournament which is 
drawing more and more contest- 
ants from the universities. 

The first round in these tourna- 
ments is conducted on a sort of 
“Olympic” basis, with selected 
players from each competing col- 
lege bidding and playing a set 
of “made-up” hands which are 
more effective in testing skill than 
run-of-the-mill shuffled hands. The 
high scorers then compete against 
each other in an ordinary tourna- 
ment,

mitted in the preliminary, Olympic 
round, was this: 

East dealer. 

North-South vulnerable.

The Bridge World magazine, 
reporting on this intercollegiate 
event, observed that although the 
play of the six-spade contract 
which East is supposed to reach, 
is rather difficult, quite a few 
youthful declarers were equal to 
the task. 

In many cases, South opened his 
singleton spade against the slam 
contract. The right and winning 
play then is: East wins the trump 
lead, cashes his two high dia- 
monds and ruffs a diamond, then 
leads the heart king through North 
with the intention of discarding 
unless the ace comes up. North 
should and does play the ace, how- 
ever, and East ruffs. 

It is patently futile for East to 
ruff his last diamond in dummy— 
an opponent will certainly over- 
ruff—so East draws the outstand- 
ing trumps and then exits with his 
fourth diamond. His hope, of 
course, is to find the winning 
diamond held by the same de- 
fender who holds the club king. 
South is “elected” in that sense, 
and after he wins the diamond 
he must lead away from the club 
king, letting declarer win with 
dummy’s queen and discard a club 
on a good heart.
